The old medical spring west of 
Santa Barbara that was the Indian's 
cnre-all when the Mission Fathers 
reached that region, has been re¬ 
opened and deepened, and large ship¬ 
ments of the water are beiug made. 

Professor C. F. Holder of Pasadena, 
has started to explore the channel 
islands, especially that of San 
Nicholas. The earthquakes of last 
year are said to have tossed out an¬ 
tiquities and closed the harbor. 

The steamship Hupeh, which sailed 
for the Orient from Portland, Oregon, 
carried away one of the largest flour 
cargoes that ever left there for China 
and .Tapan, the total amount beiug 
over 30.000 barrels valued at $84,577. 
It also carries 8800 bushels of wheat, 
valued at $4485, for Nagaskiand Kobe. 

The vintage of 1896 has begun, and 
is well under way in Fresno, Madera, 
Yolo and Sacramento counties. The 
yield this year will be much below 
the normal of 16,000,000 gallons of 
dry wine, owing to damage done the 
grape crop by the heavy frosts of last 
May. Present estimates place the 
vintage at from 5,000,000 to 7,000,- 
000 gallons. Grapes are selling at 
from $30 to $35 for the choicest varie¬ 
ties. Some winemakers are only offer¬ 
ing $18 a ton, but no sales at that price 
have yet been reported.

Trouble Over Shipment*. 

The New York fruit importers and 
buyers are iu a serious quarrel over the 
methods of opening and examining 
cargoes of imported citrus fruits. The 
matter has goue so far that dowuright 
fraud is charged by the buyers 
against the importers, and the Mayor 
of New York was appealed to to stop 
it. This he can do by reason of his 
.power over the auctioneers, who are 
under bonds. The auctioneers are not 
charged with any complicity in the 
transaction, but the Mayor very prop¬ 
erly holds that it is part of their duty 
‘to assure perfect fairness in all auc¬ 
tions conducted by them, and that they 
must find some way to do so. The 
fraud complained of is the “trim¬ 
ming” of the sample boxes opened 
by removing decayed fruit and subsi¬ 
sting sound specimens. The affair 
appears to be in a fair way of settle¬ 
ment by new regulations in regard to 
opening, agreed upon between the im¬ 
porters’ and buyers’ organizations.

Plain hot-air 
balloon ascensions without a leap from 
the clouds became too tame for the 
same reason. Then came the parachute 
leap with the ever-present danger of \ 
the aeronaut being killed, and the pub 
lie flocked to see the show. It would hi 
wrong to say that any one really ex¬ 
pects an accident at such exhibitions, 
but it is unquestionably true that the 
greater the danger of accident, the 
greater is the attraction.

scale, the hunches were pulled by band 
and placed iu piles until thoroughly 
dried out. To-day large growers use 
machines for cutting off tlie plants. A 
puller is shown in Fig. 1. Two rows 
are pulled at the same time. The hori¬ 
zontal knives run just beneath tlie sur¬ 
face of tlie ground and cut off the 
stems. The tops are brought close to¬ 
gether by tlie rods altove the knives. 
They can then lie easily gathered up 
with a fork and placed iu the shock. 
Allow tlu* shocks to remain in the field 
until thoroughly dried. The shocks 
after thorough drying can lie placed in 
a stack or a hay mow. Care must al¬ 
ways be exercised to prevent much 
packing while being stored, otherwise 
molding will ensue. Avoid tramping 
by placing u board for tlie operator to 
stand upon. When ready thresh, using 
i bean thresher. Small lots are beaten 
ant with a flail, and cleaned by means 
if n hand fanning mill. 

After threshing it pays to pick out 
the broken beaus, also the discolored 
jnes. Especially is this true where the 
crop is raised for seed. This may be 
accomplished by spreading out upon a 
i white-covered table and removing tlie 
! trash and defective beans. A number 
of machines have been invented for ex- 
I pediting tliis work, one of which is 
shown in Fig. 2. The beans to be 
picked are placed in the hopper. A 
force feed passes them regularly 
through the hopper into the perforated 
cylinder, where they are freed from 
dust and trash. They then fall upon a 
white canvas belt whlc-h is moving 
slowly toward the operator. While on 
this canvas, the discolored and broken 
specimens are easily seen and removed. 
The perfect beans remain until they 
fall into tha spout provided to convey 
them to a sack or other receptacle. For 


weather is still dry It will cure in bet¬ 
ter shape and with less lo6S If put up In 
small cocks rather than in stooks. The 
reason is that as days shorten and 
nights rapidly lengthen there Is not 
sunlight and warmth enough in the 
daytime to cure the stalks as rapidly as 
they should be. Iu the cock the stalks 
will heat, bringing the temperature up 
to 100 or more, night as well as day. If 
a little dry straw is thrown on the cock 
so as to absorb the moisture at night, 
when the outside cold air condenses it, 
the stalks below it will come out green 
looking, yet slightly softened from the • 
beat to which they have been subjected. 
Stalks thus cured will be eaten much 
more readily than stalks that have 
dried up by being exposed in stooks to ^ 
drying winds. All farmers have no¬ 
ticed that in winter it is the corn stalks 
that have been heated and even molded 
In the mow that will be preferred by 
cows to stalks that have been dried In 
the wind and without the heat needed 
to soften the outer shell of the stalk. 
The moist stalks are also more nutri¬ 
tious, as in drying out the carbon in 
them turns into woody fibre, nearly in¬ 
digestible. In putting up the cocks they 
should be small, so as not to heat too 
much and blacken the stalks. For the 
same reason they should not be left 
long before being drawn to the barn or 
mow.

Always iu the full the price of eggs 
goes tip, partly because the supply de¬ 
creases then, and also because with cool 
weather those who prepare eggs for 
keeping iu winter have more confidence 
and begin to buy extensively. We have 
often wished that no method had ever 
been discovered for preserving eggs. 
Then the winter price would be always 
what it costs to produce eggs iu whi¬ 
ter. Both the egg producer and the 
consumer would then lie better satis- 
tied. It really discourages the use of 
eggs to buy some and have them plain¬ 
ly a trifle stale, not changed enough 
as the dealer will tell you to hurt them. 
The truth is that an egg not perfectly 
fresh is an abomination. If only such 
were sold in market there would be bet¬ 
ter prices all the year round. But iu 
such weather as we had iu August an 
egg will spoil from the natural heat of 
the atmosphere in two days, so that It 
will not be tit to use. The refrigerator 
must be used more lu keeping eggs, not 
to chill them, but to cool the tempera¬ 
ture around them.

Burn Cisterns. 

It is bad tor stock to depend on water 
drawn from wells near barnyards, as 
It is sure after a term of years to be¬ 
come contaminated. In all such cases 
a barn cistern with a filter at the out¬ 
let through which the water is drawn 
offers better security of pure water 
than can be had from water taken from 
a well, t^oine care in list be taken to 
prevent dust and dirt being washed in¬ 
to the cistern from roofs. After thresh¬ 
ing especially, and in the fall when 
leaves are flying, the eave trough 
should be frequently cleaned so that as 
little dirt as possible be washed Into a 
well. An average barn roof will in a 
year catch water enough to winter the 
stock that will usually be fed in the 
barn. _ *

Artificial Swamps of New Guinea—India's 

•‘Floating: Villages**—Subterranean Dwell¬ 
ings of the Syrians—Tho King of Siam*s 

Glass House. 

If people will only profit by example 
they can keep cool. Just soo how the 
other fellow, who lives where it is al¬ 
ways hot, manages to be comfortable, j 
and then you will have struck the key- i 
note. 

For centuries the inhabitants of the 
tropics have been devising ways to 
keep cool. Not only have the natural 
resources of their own countries been 
converted into methods of cooling 
schemes, but the mechanical skill of 
modern science has also been introduced j 
by the fabulously wealthy rulers of these 
semi barbarous lands. 

The natives of New Guinea, who are 
compelled, owing to the iutenso heat, 
to go almost naked during most of the 
year, havo hit upon a scheme thpt is 
claimed to make life not only bearable, 
but highly enjoyable during tho long, 
hot days when tho broiling sun is send¬ 
ing down seeming rays of fire. 

While their plan does rot tax the 
brains of modem science, it is, never¬ 
theless, unique and involves the labor 
of an enormous army of workers. Their 
method is to take a broad stretch of 
land adjoining their large villages and 
convert it into a swamp. This is done 
by clearing the land thoroughly of all 
vegetation and underbrush, only the 
trees being left standing. By months of 
patient labor, in which all inhabitants 
of the village, both moil and women, 
join, they dig a canal from the nearest 
lake and drain it into their artificial 
marsh. The depth of water in these 
marshes varies from 10 to 20 or 30 feet, 
according to tho excavation done before¬ 
hand. 

Trees aro then cut and carefully strip¬ 
ped of both bark and branches and 
driven in groups in numerous parts of 
tho marsh, leaving about 10 or 15 feet 
abovo tho water. On the tops of these 
stilts, or piles, tho houses aro then built 
and so overhang tho marsh. 

Ill some parts of India “floating vil¬ 
lages” have been constructed with great 
success. The inventors of this mode of 
keeping cool came from inland tribes of 
natives, where the heat killed off hun¬ 
dreds every year. These men journeyed 
to tho river shores and there built their 
houses on large flat rafts. Some of these 
villages havo now grown to large pro¬ 
portions, and one near MacOluer’s inlet, 
or gulf of Ouin, as it is now called, 
numbers over 800 houses. They are all 
connected by ropes, with some 20 feet 
of water between, and move with tho j 
current. This huge excursion fleot, as it 
appoars, lazily floats from ouo short) to I 
the other and up and down tho stream, 1 
catching all tho air that comes from tho 
neighboring forests. The difference in 
temperature between the land and the 
rafts averages 25 degrees. 

Ill Syria the latest and most effectual 1 
scheme of escaping the stifling heat has 
been found in the subterranean passages, | 
of which the country has many. Large 
forces of Syrians have made mammoth j 
excavations in the passages, and here, 
deep down in the bowels of tho earth, 
built abodes. It is very cool down there, I 
the rocks oftentimes being actually cold. 
This is largely accounted for by their 
contact with the numerous subterranean 
waterways, which flow along under , 
mountains and rents in the rocks caused ■ 
by internul volcanic eruptions. 

Down there, hundreds of feet beneath 
the earth’s surface and in, as it were, 
a gigantic tomb, the Syrians pass tho ; 
heated portion of tho day in quiet se¬ 
clusion and peaceful rest. 

Tho Chinese, although a backward 
and unprogressive race, have neverthe¬ 
less tried many experiments for keeping 
cool, and think they have solvt|:l tho 
question by their “tree dwellings.” At 
least it is the most satisfactory method : 
that has ever been put in operation in i 
the Flowery Kingdom. 

Taking advantage of tho tremendous 
growth of trees iu some parts of the yel- 1 
low empire, the natives havo built their 
houses, liko nests, iu them. This they 
do by splitting tho large and topmost 
branches and fitting the foundation of 
these houses securely iu these splits. 

Perched up there, a hundred feet iu 
the air and in the direct sweep of the 
wind when there is any, the Celestials 
dream away the tedious summer day. 
The type of architecture is more preten¬ 
tious than tiiat displayed in tho simple 
! log cabin. Tho walls aro decorated 
j with curious designs, and the inter¬ 
woven latticework of palm and bamboo 
| which form the houses give them a de- 
I lightfully cool and airy appearance. It 
is an ideal nest, and one iu which the 
Celestial never tires of lingering. 

Tho king of Siam has a scheme on 
which that swarthy ruler labored for 
many years, aud which, besides being 
i wholly original, represents an expendi- 
1 ture of money that would make a dozen 
I men wealthy for life. In substance, it is 
a mammoth glass room, measuring 
I some 20 feet square by 15 feet high, 
constructed on the surface of a lake, 
into which it is submerged ou hot days. 

With tho exception of tho floor, it is 
entirely of heavy plate glass closely fit¬ 
ted into steel frames. It took over five 
years of steady labor to make this re¬ 
markable room, and so jealous of the 
secret was its imperial inventor that 
each particle of the room was manufac¬ 
tured iu a different place and by work¬ 
men entirely unfamiliar with the other 
parts of tho structure.—New York Jour¬ 
nal.

ANDRE’S MONUMENT. 

Vandals Have Chipped Ilis Memorial 
in Westminster Abbey. 

Near the center of tin* south wall of 
the nave is a monument to Major Andre 
of Revolutionary note. 'Flic very long 
inscription upon it begins, “Sacred to 
the memory of Major.lohn Andre, who, 
raised by his merit, at an early period 
of life, to the rank of Adjutant-Gener¬ 
al of the British forces In America, 
and employed In an important but haz¬ 
ardous enterprise, fell a sacrifice to 

• his zeal for his King and country, ou 
the 2d of October, 1780, aged 29, uni¬ 
versally beloved and esteemed by the 
army In which he served and lamented 
even by his foes." 

About the base of the monument, 
which is a panel set against the wall, 
are several small figures. These pro¬ 
ject from the panel, and represent the 
presentation of Major Andre’s letter 
to General Washington on the night be¬ 
fore his execution. The ease with 
which the heads of those figures could 
j be broken off ha;j boon too great a temp- 
i tafion to relic-hunters, and most of the 
heads have been knocked off and sto¬ 
len. That Mtiwli vandalism is not whol¬ 
ly modern is shown from the fact that 
Charles Lamb writes of the defacing 
of tills very u’iinmnent in this way in 
ills “Essays df Elia.” Southey, the 
poet, when a boy, was a pupil at the 
Westminster School. Later in life he 
was exceedingly sensitive in regard to

These reports 
show. too. that the ordinance is not en- 
j forced in any oppressive manner. In 
the ease of evening winter or summer 
( entertainments, which would keep the 
| children out later than the curfew 
hour, authority is easily obtained and 
readily granted by the M.tvor or town 
official for an extension of time Its 
rigid enforcement is applied most strict- 
' ly to the hoodlum element, and with 
i this class the police claim they have 
never been able to deal so successfully. 
It will bo at once obvious to ail right- 
minded parents, 1 think, that they 
should give the weight of their influ¬ 
ence to the curfew ordinance wherever

NIAGARA'S NEW BRIDGE. 

It Will Be One of the Wonders of th« 
W or Id. 

Tfce new metal arch-bridge at Ni¬ 
agara Falls will lie noteworthy in two 
reaped s. The new bridge is to be 
built over the old suspension structure, 
without interruption to traffic on the 
latter. The span from end pier to end 
pier will be 240 feet, making it the 
largest arch span in the world. 

The suspension bridge now !n use 
which has been familiar to all visitors 
to the great natural wonder for lorty 
years, will be kept in place until the 
new arch is ready, as it would be im¬ 
possible to construct false works over 
the Niagara gorge to sustain a struc¬ 
ture of this class. 

The span will have a rise of 150 feet 
from the level of the piers at the skew- 
backs to the center of the ribs at the 
crane of the arch, which point is 170 
feet above low water. The depth of 
the trusses is 211 feet, nnd they will be 
('■8.7 inches apart. Tlie bridge will car¬ 
ry one floor, 40 feet wide, divided longi¬ 
tudinally into three parts. On the mid¬ 
dle portion, which is 22 feet 9 incites 
wide, will be two trolley tracks. Each 
side of these tracks will be a roadway 
for carriages 8 feet wide and outside 
of these, raised 0 inches from the level 
of the roadway, will be the footpaths. 

The construction of this remarkable 
span is from plans of L. L. Buck, engi¬ 
neer of the new East River bridge be¬ 
tween New York and Brooklyn, and 
tin- author of the plans by which ihe 
railroad suspension bridge at Niagara 
was replaced by tin arched bridge. 

Ihe approaching or flanking spans 
will be 190 feet long on the American 
side and 210 feet on the Canadian side. 
The total metal In the new structure 
will be about 4,000,000,000 pounds. Ev¬ 
ery confidence is expressed iu Mr. 
Buck's ability to carry out his plans. 
The replacing of the railroad bridge 
by another without an hour's interrup¬ 
tion of business was one of the engi¬ 
neering feats of the decade.

In fact, in 
bridge building it is becoming unsafe 
to utilize labor of any other class. The 
bridge, when complete, will in truth 
be a work of genius in point of con¬ 
struction, as well as point of concep¬ 
tion. 

The work of preparing the material

i gross for some time, as little can lie 
accomplished in an enterprise of this 
nature until the preliminaries are com¬ 
plete.

The smallest pieces of leather 
arc applied to In* used in high Louis 
XV. heels, which were so much In stylo 
a few years ago. Even the nails of the 
old shoes arc used again. They are 
separated by a magnet, which attracts 
the steel nails, while the cupper anl 
brass nails arc carried on further. The 
price received for tlie* old copper nails 
alone* almost pays for the first cost of 
tin* old shoes. Clippings and cuttings 
of the leather arc* also used, being turn¬ 
ed into a paste from which artificial 
leather is made, and what is not good 
enough to serve for tills purpose is sold 
with the sweepings to agriculturists in 
tilt* neighborhood, who use this paste 
with great success as a fertilizer.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.
